a site.

Led by the AlRégearch Divi-
gion of the Garrett Corporation,
who will employ over 5000 at its
66-acre site in North Torrance,
the advance was evenly spread
among many types of diverted
industry. This diversion is es-
gential to a well-rounded indus-
trial program as it assures no
economic stress wh e n°one type
of industry is slowed.

The unparalleled success of
Torrance's industrial develop-
ment is a result of many favor-
able factors. The fine national
reputation Torrance enjoys as
the home of a “good business
climate” is a eomposite of ener-
getic people, clean and aggres-
sive city government, good de-
velopers, proper long-range plan-
ning, wonderful schools and
churches, and a “top” Chamber
of Commerce.

President Fred W, Mill of the
Chamber pointed out that the
8350 new industrial jobs will ev-
entually mean an additional 6179
new jobs, 334 more retall stores,
9352 more households, 849,265,
000 more personal income and
$30,060,000 more retail sales.

Much of the city’s revenue
from gasoline and motor vehicle
taxes is hased on population,
and any substantial increase will
be so much extra in the munici-
pal pocketbook.

The magic 100,000 mark will
mean that the population has
doubled in five years, and quad-
rupled in nine.

It 18 almost impossible to be-
lieve that a scant decade ago,
only 18,160 persons claimed Tor-
rance as their residence.

The big boom years as far as
population influx is concerned
are probably past now, and the
growth will come more slowly as
vacamt land becomes scarce,

Huge Leap

The biggest leap was taken
between 1954 and 58, when 50,
000 new residents settled here.
That was an aveérage Iincrease
of more than 1000 persons per
month.

The drop in the increase rate
does not mean that Torrance
stands still. It just means that
the vast vacant tracts have been
filled in with new houses and
apartments.

But the growth will continue
at a slower rate as more apart-
ments are constructed, giving
something-of a breather to har-
ried city and school officials
confronted with the exploding
population growth,
